Cataloguer’s Introduction 


The Joy of Collecting 

It started for me by counting the number of ridges in the edge reeding on 1862 rupees in Ottawa back 
in the mid 1970s. I loved everything about these Indian coins from the beginning and I made it a life- 
long quest to learn more about this diverse and beautiful series of coins. The Proofs and the Restrikes 
were especially appealing because Pridmore’s books weren’t out yet and there were such vast 
differences in the “look” of these coins, that they just begged to be studied. From these early days I 
thought that if you were going to be a proper coin dealer you also had to be a ‘proper’ numismatist 
and collector. I collected with a collectors mind, and often limited wallet, coins of many British 
Colonial countries, but the most effort went in to the coins of India. I sat through Pridmore’s sale part 
IL, in October of 1982, I studied the coins in the British Museum, I ‘found’ other collectors in England, 
Canada and the United States who were like minded and felt India was this vast playground to 
explore and have fun in. 


About this Collection 

It is only fitting that Baldwin’s are selling this collection. They have been the only firm astute enough 
to gather together these little treasures over the last 100+ years and keep them for numismatists who 
would one day really appreciate them. Essentially they have been the source for many of the coins in 
this sale and I am eternally grateful to them. This collection was started about 15 years ago by a 
knowledgeable collector who asked why Indian coins were so inexpensive in the catalogues and why so 
many of them are difficult to find in nice grade. I shared my thoughts with him and he gave me carte 
blanche to help him put together the best possible collection I could. He is a man with a very good eye 
for quality but we agreed that if we only went for choice grades it would not be a fair assessment of 
what was available. You can always upgrade an EF, but so many coins don’t seem to come better. One 
learns to compromise. We also agreed that we shouldn’t worry about paying too much for the rarities 
as the prices will balance out. We have been the underbidder on three of the 1941 pattern ‘dollars’ Pr- 
1088 and 1089 , and still regret not going a little bit higher. We learned you can’t have everything, but 
we do have something very special. We are very grateful to the past collectors who put their time and 
effort into acquiring these pieces that allowed us to ‘piggyback’ on to upgrade, amend and add to. I feel 
that my grading of the “raw” coins is conservative by American standards 


Our Contribution to Numismatics, the Dating of Proof Restrikes 

Our thinking with these coins, is that they will add a little more knowledge to what we have now and this 
in turn gives future numismatists a little more to go on to better understand rarity, striking standards and 
characteristics. We would like to make this a reference catalogue that future collectors can add to. 

The greatest areas of difficulty in the Indian series are the Proofs and the Restrikes. I would like to 
share some of my observations on these series (that is all they are, observations and opinions and I 
would welcome feedback to expand our database). I would especially like to thank Dr David Fore for 
his input, faith and love of this series. Mr Hillel Kaslove for sharing his information and coins. Dr 
Paul Stevens for doing so much of the footwork on the coins in this collection. His research in 
progress may be viewed at www.baldwin.co.uk/coins-of-india. These three and many others have 
helped shape what we have to offer you today. 

A great place to start is Major Fred Pridmore’s catalogue, The coins of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations to the end of the reign of George VI. Part 4 India. Volume 2 East India Company 1835-58. 
Imperial period 1858-1947. He has listed the dates of the Restrikes available in 1913 from the Bombay 
Mint and the post 1955 dates available. After a student has been collecting for a while you recognize the 
characteristics of the post 1955 series. Characteristics include heavily hairlined surfaces due to 
extensive die polish, lacquering, a dark blue tone from the Bombay Mint envelopes that the coins were 
sent out in, a porosity or roughness on William’s and Victoria’s cheek where the die polishing has 
removed rust from the die. There is also a commonality of dates. The most common Restrikes are the 
1835 issue then the George V 4 and 8 annas, then the 1840 Obverse 1 issue and the 1862 and the 1877s. 
Then there are also the Victoria half annas. It seems the collectors of that time wanted type coins and 
the gold coins that they couldn't find, especially the 1835 2 mohur. I believe that very few collectors, 


relatively speaking, cared to have date sets and those that did would probably order from the Mint the 
coins they couldn’t find in nice grade. This helps explain why we don't find many George V Restrikes 
as they were generally available in mint state, so why order a Restrike? All of these add up to give a 
coin the ‘look’ of a Restrike that I refer to. These are not exclusive though and this leads us to our 
problems with early proof Restrikes and Originals. For the most part, if you had two of these side by 
side vou could note the different characteristics and be satisfied with your assessment. . 

From my time studying coins in the British Museum I believe we cannot break many coins down to 
Original versus near-Contemporary strike. Many of the Proofs in the BM have dates when they were 
struck on their tickets and it seems that most of the Edwardian pieces were struck in 1908-09 and then 
the intervening years were struck in 1919. We have Pridmore stating that “all gold proof specimens 
dated 1891-1901 were struck to the order of a private individual and these sold in 1903”. We know 
this is not entirely true because later Restrikes of these pieces are known. We have the 1913 Proof 
Specimens available from the Bombay Mint. So, what does this all mean? We have a number of 
striking dates for these coins. We have slight differences in the rims and reeding on these coins. The 
Bombay pieces in the BM have a slightly more polished look than the Calcutta pieces, which seems to 
be a precursor to the later Restrikes. We can extrapolate information from this, but we can’t be 
definite. In this catalogue we have determined the striking era to the best of our experience. The 
Original Proofs are acknowledged, as those that have all the characteristics of each mint, along with 
the care put into the production of these coins. For the Early Proof Restrikes there seems to be a 
window from about 1891 up through at least 1919, when coins were struck on special order in very 
limited quantities. We see ‘nuances’ to these, but cannot really break them down except to say that 
some seem earlier than others. It is generally not very difficult to acknowledge that these are 
distinctly different from the post 1955 issues. The Early Proof Restrikes also have light circular 
polishing lines around the centre of the bust, quite different from the haphazard die polishing lines of 
the later Restrikes. The post 1955 issue is what we run into today for at least 90% of the Proofs we 
see, but again we have roughly a 20 year window when these pieces could have been struck and we 
can acknowledge die deterioration to assess it as an even later Restrike. This gives us a few striking 
periods to work with and further study of this series will certainly add more to our understanding. I 
believe that all Plain Edge Proofs are struck in the year they are dated and we can use these to assess 
characteristics, but there aren’t many of those to compare with. A Collector has to develop a critical 
eye for these coins, but the challenge is very rewarding. The bottom line is that I believe the Early 
Proof Restrikes should be valued in the same ball park as the Originals, due to their rarity and our 
minor uncertainty of date of issue. 

It would be helpful if each Proof in the BM were to be photographed with the date of accession listed, 
and any striking characteristics that we can discern noted. We should note die axis for pre-1870 coinage 
especially. With the digital age we have the opportunity to photograph and share these photographs to 
learn more. The quantity of photos in this catalogue, and the enlargements of details should make this 
a valuable reference for any collector of the British Indian series. 


other comments 

The Presidency coins and the India Princely States pieces in this sale are an appreciation of aesthetics 
and calligraphy, with some history thrown in for good measure. There are much better collections out 
there, but there are many memorable coins here to amuse you. 

Two final points: Some auction firms believe that superlatives, statements of rarity and run on sentences 
sell coins. We want the coins to speak for themselves. We want the collectors to do their research, to 
know what they are really buying and therefore appreciating all the more what they add to their 
cabinet. Secondly, we have experimented with having some of these coins graded by a third party 
grading service. One of the problems with these services is their lack of experience with certain series of 
coins. This is most evident in their grading of the Restrikes. If a coin comes off a die with “as struck” 
hairlines, or has rims burnished by the Mint to remove excess metal squeezed between the die and the 
collar, should it be automatically demoted to a lower grade because of these natural hairlines? Justa 
thought before you get to enjoy this auction catalogue.

Very different from the other Pr 151 in this collection. The long thin “19” and the surface of the coin is very similar to the 
experimental coinage that Pridmore mentions on p.240 of his catalogue. He says it only occurred on the Rupee, but we 
have seen what we believe to be all four denominations on specially prepared and struck planchets. In his collection, 
Wheeler had a 4-Rupee that was obviously struck with specific care as well.

Pridmore calls this “an unfinished proof” and no currency issues are known of this. It is possible that there are two 
varieties with different placements of the “7” in the date “1749”.

Rupee, 1820-1831, struck at the Sagar mint (Pr 325; KM 70). Some adjustment marks but frosty about 
extremely fine. £80-120 
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Pattern Rupee, 1830-1833, Year 19, struck at the Calcutta mint, reeded edge, similar to the currency 
strike except for the edge, lack of star on the obverse and no crescent on the reverse (KM 177; 


Pr 179). In PCGS holder, graded PR64. £500-700 


Rupee, 1833-1835 (Pr 333; KM 78). Frosty about uncirculated or better and rare. £80-100

They are generally in very nice 
grade but with light evidence of mounts removed from the edge. We have heard that they came off a necklace that had 
been made for an elephant! This appears to be one of those pieces.

More likely to have been struck by the Calcutta mint. Maybe one day we will be able to pinpoint where these were struck. 


Pridmore says that the 1835 coinage was available at the Bombay mint after 1955, but not in the 1913 offerings. We feel 
this is a pre 1955 issue.

The 1840 Rupee 

This is one of the most confusing types of the Indian series. To discern the listed varieties, one generally 
needs a coin in top grade to view the nuances. The number of berries is not difficult to count, but weak 
dies or coins with wear lack the detail at the bow or in the Queen’s hair, and what size is the large/small 
diamond - there seem to be more than two sizes of these. 


Obverse 1 

As a major group, the best identifier is the number of berries: 19, 20, 34 or 35 

A subgroup can be the “crescent” or “v” on the left bow of the ribbon 

A second subgroup can be the second inner leaf group at the top right of the wreath whether it has 2 leaves or 3. 

The distance between the two top groups of leaves is quite different. Also, the “2 inner leaf” variety is farther apart than 
the “3 leaf variety”. This is quite apparent on worn examples and easy enough to discern. 

On the Obverse we have an “S” for Madras to look for, but also some hair details that will show up on high grade examples. 
The left ribbon in the Queen’s hair comes with and without a lock of hair on the ribbon halfway down on the right. 

On the “Indian” busts and some of the English busts there are diagonal raised lines on the back and bottom ribbons 
which seem to stand up to a fair bit of wear and may be the easiest indicator of this variety

Also, I believe these oe 
be called “patterns” as they were not struck for circulation; these should then be broken down into strike and ‘finish 
separately. Most “patterns” were struck with a mirror surface to demonstrate the best striking the mint could produce, 
but sometimes the desire was just to see how the coin looked or the metal flowed and no other special care was taken.

The shape 
of the rim changed from a flat wide rim to a slightly more bevelled look.

The 1862 Rupee 

There were 706,912,179 Rupees struck for 1862. Therefore, many varieties exist and this series can be very 
compelling. Pridmore did an impressive job of cataloguing 14 varieties for the 1862 plain series and 38 for 
the “dots” series. Dr Paul Stevens has broken these down even more to give us 61 varieties, and there have 
been a few more added since then but there is no reason to feel more cannot be discovered. 


For ease of use we will keep with the Krause order and add info when required.

Most proofs of the British Commonwealth were struck to show a change in design, a new ruler, or different metal. 
While these proofs are generally very rare (fewer than 25 struck), to find other dates in proof that were not produced 
to show a change are much rarer. Our general catalogues show that most dates of the Indian series were produced in 
proof and worth about the same as first years of issue. This pricing needs a serious rethink as we learn more about 
when these coins were actually struck. In the British Museum the information on the tickets that identify the coins 
show that there was a very limited restriking in 1908 and then again in 1919. One can imagine that this was done 
to complete the date gaps in the collection. We have to remember that, at the time, these were mundane common 
coins and to have anyone actually interested in any of these would be highly unlikely. A few of the early 20" century 
collectors, such as Brand, were aware this restriking was taking place and ordered some out of collecting interest and 
not as an “I will have one of everything” attitude.
